itself is one oi the most potent elements in 
intreiiMiiij the cost of living.

competitor.

might have made deliveries foi the entire 
house. But this could have been done only 
if the grocers had been peimilted to enter 
into an agreement for the division ot ter- 
ritory.

Retail busi- 


ness is done at a frightful cost. 
Each gro- 


cery store must deliver all over the cit\ 
poossibly only to one house in a block. 
While production has been largely organ- 
ized, in spite of the Sherman law, distri- 
bution has seal eel} been touched- by mod- 
ern organization. 


And society pays tor it all. 
Mr. Atwood 


estimates that retail stores add on the aver- 
age 33 1-3 per cent to the cost of articles 
sold by them, yet that their profit averages, 
less than 5 per cent 
While a lar^e pait 


of the increased cot of living is due to the 
sale o<f- goods vn package and in tins and 
jars, rather than in bulk, much of it is due 
to lack of organization in retail distribution. 


Mr. Atwood suggests that agreements be 


permitted, under 
restrictions 
forbidding 


unfair practices 
He would have all agree- 


ments reported to a trade commission, 
which would publish all details. 
Publicity, 


he declares, will prevent the evils_of con- 
solidation, "and it will then be found that 
as wrongful methods of competition dis- 
appear before the light, in -which they can- 
not thrive, much of the dreaded, tendency 
toward_ the concentration, 
consolidation 


and centralization of our industries will dis- 
solve "into thin air.'.'
